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Catholic Community Services is the 
consolidated agency of the Mount 
Carmel Guild and Associated Catholic 
Charities. It has evolved from an 
organization dealing with essential 
goods, such as food, clothing and 
shelter, into today’s sophisticated 
agency responsible for providing a 
broad range of rehabilitative, clinical, 
youth and family services. 


During the past year there were 
various areas of major concern in the 
operation of Catholic Community 
Services, including the following. We 
have endeavored to stabilize funding 
for social services at a time when 
financial resources were continuing to 
shrink. There has been a continuation 
of the implementation of procedures 
for the effective operation of the 
agency. And finally, there is on-going 
development in the reorganization 
and coordination of social service 
activities. 


Our future plans include an expansion 
of services in Bergen, Hudson and 
Union Counties as there are 
comprehensive services in Essex 
County at this time. Our plan is that 
as we add to direct services, we will 
become more involved with self-help 
programs. Parish councils and 
deanery councils will provide the 
means of expanding grass root 
projects through participation in the 
planning process. 


The agency's future, and that future 
is now, includes involvement with 
advocacy to provide people within 
communities with better jobs, secure 
incomes, adequate housing, and 
good health services. Other social 
needs include the treatment of 
alcoholism, especially among our 
youth where it is more prevalent than 
the use of drugs; immigration and 
refugee resettlement services, 


including housing and a concern for 
the settling and a new start in life for 
Vietnamese, Cubans and other 
refugee families. Many families have 
already been assisted in resettlement. 


The future also includes the removal 
of an old stereotype so that men as 
well as women will be able to become 
active as volunteers for the agency. 
We must go back and define that 
which characterized the agency when 
it began, that is, a strong volunteer 
service. In recent years, as we moved 
into so many different fields, the 
agency necessarily developed a 
strong professional component, but 
the need for more active volunteers 
cannot be underestimated. 


This Annual Report is indicative of 
our efforts which have been limited 
by available resources. Our hope is to 
continue to maintain a level of 
excellence by our service to people in 
need, from the young to the aged, 
from the indigent to the middle class 
worker.
